The Tariff Bill. 


The house, according to the program 


of the democratic caucus, adopted the 


amendments to the Wilson bill 


and then passed seperate mea 
placing sugar, coal, iron ore and barbed 
wire on the free list. 


The upshot of all is that the senate 


bill will very shortly be the tariff law 
of the land, and remain in force, with 
possibly a few modifications, for at 
least three years, and probably longer, 


Comparitively few members of the 


house are satisfied with the senate bill- 
but nearly all of them believe that 
it is a great step in the right direction 
aod to that extent it U to be com- 
mended, for a careful examination ol 
the schedule shows an average reduc1 


tion of about 30 per cent, on the tfttee 
imposed by the existing McKinley law 
—that is, a reduction of nearly one- 
third toward a universal free trade 
basis. 


The bill, as it has been agreed to by 


the house, is not acceptable to the dem- 
ocratic party of the country. It is nol 
the tariff reform measure which the 
democratic platform of 1892 promised 
and which, by an enormous majority 
tie people demanded at tho ballot box 
It is simply a compromise measure anc 
the only one which the president anc 
the house were able to extort from the 
hostile and un-democratic senate after 
long, weary months of fighting and 
'hich it seemed absolutely necessary 
to accept at the present time or have 
no change in the tariff legislation 
the country at all 


The democratic congress would have 


given us the Wilson bill—a measure 


fhich, if it did not embody all thai 
had been promised by the party, was a 
long step towards tariff reform and the 
best that the present necessities of the 
one could accomplish.

Professor Hering calls onr attention

ihysics, or "philosophy," as it used to 
be vaguely called, contain no such divi- 
ions of "simple mechanical powers" 
as the ones of a generation ago did. 
Sound, heat and electricity are metely 
orms of energy. The mechanical theory 
yt heat is fully accepted. This is the 
heory that heat is produced by motion 
if the molecules of a body among them- 
elves. The more rapid the motion the 
greater tho heat This motion is called 
he "kinetic energy of the molecules." 


AH that is is now divided into force 


and matter, mutually acting upon each 
•rther 
The ono central or universal 


energy manifests itself 
m different 


ways under different conditions. Thus 
variously manifesting itself this uni- 
versal energy is variously known as 
heat, light, sound, electricity, magnet- 
sn, etc. There is now accepted also 
one universal ether, pervading all 
things. Through vibrations, slow or 
rapid, of this other the universal energy 
acts. It is likely that the science of 
vibrations will receive greater attention 


i the immediate future than it has 
•er done. Tho vibrations of a univer- 


sal ether seem to explain many things. 
Tbe question the scientists cannot an- 


ver as yet is whether the ether is mat- 
r. 
Licht is caused bv vibrations of the 


ether. These vibrations are called light: 


•aves. Tho distance across from the 
rest of ono of the movements to the 


next is called a wave length, and it is 
by measuring this distance that many 
wonderful discoveries have been made. 
.t is denoted by length of time between 
iwo vibrations. 


When an object is approaching a 


given point, a greater number of light 
waves from it will fall upon that point. 
As it recedes the number will be less. 
This fact and tho spectroscope have en- 
ablod scientists to distinguish whether 
the heavenly bodies are receding from 
or approaching one another. It has been 
found that the sun and all Its planets, 
earth included, are moving toward the 
great star Aictums at the rate of 4 3-10 
miles per second. Thus at some very- 
far distant day the people of OUT earth 
may experience the sensation of falling 
into a star many times greater than 
our sun, if at that time there are any 
inhabitants left on this little globe. 


Nobody knows jnst what electricity 


is. It is such a different; manifestation 
of energy from anything hitherto known 
that the wisest are at sea. The problem 
immediately before students is to dis- 
cover what causes positive and negative 
electric currents. Beyond,doubt they 
will find out 


Meantime in the matter of electric 


lighting Tesla has discovered that 


vacuum tubes become luminous in a 


properly prepared room with no wires.'' 
Tesla has found that wires are not nec- 
essary to conduct electricity. "Ere long 
intelligence, transmitted without wires, 
will throb through the earth like a pulse 
through a living organism." The earth 
is ono vast storehouse of electric force, 
and man's next task will be to utilize 
it. 
We know hardly the beginning as 


yet of the wonders that are 'to be. 


The most wasteful and antiquated 


piece of machinery still employed in 
this age of invention is the steam en- 
gine, in Professor Hering's view. It is 
by tapping the source of exbanstless 
power the earth offers us that we shall 
be able to abolish the hot, noisy and 
dirty steam engina It will be abolished 
when we are able to "hook onr machin- 
ery to the machinery of nature."

Changing their course, tho 


oarsmen pulled heartily toward the boat, 
but before they could reach it another ono 
lifted the frail craft and rolled it over like 
a log, dashing tbo men into tho belling 
surf. The sea was covered with wreckage, 
and it tested tbo strength of the surfmen 
to tho utmost to mako headway through 
it, but they finally hauled the two men on 
board- The poor fellows had just strength 
enough left to say that five others, includ- 
ing a woman and child, hod been cast 
overboard from the boat when it swamped. 
Urging thesurfboat through the breakers, 
tbe lifo 6av6fc» picked up n man and wom- 
an, the latter, unmindful of her own con- 
dition, piteously begging the rescuers to 
save her child. On, on, through tho break- 
ers, tho wind driving one way and tho tide 
surging tho other, the bravo men urged 
the boat toward n small object, which 
drifted, a helpless plaything, upon the an- 
gry wfttcs. Suddenly & comber lifted it 
and dashed It past the boat fur astern, and 
then the snrfmen saw that It was a child 
wrapped In a life preserver and floating 
face downward. The contrary currents 
and heavy wind wouldn't admit of turn- 
Ing tho boat short in the breakers, and 
heroic efforts to back her through tbe surf 
proved useless. Far astern and driven 
even farther by the lushing tide, tho child 
could bo seen passing hopelessly beyond 
reach. Then." was one chance of rescue, 
and acting ou his own inspiration Surf- 
man John RegaitTleaped into the sea and 
struck out for the hapless waif, which he 
soon held in his strong grasp. Then fol- 
lowed a battle with the breakers and tho 
adverse tide to reach the boat. No help 
whatever could be given, but at last he 
swam alongside and handed tho uncon- 
scious babe to his mates just as the moth- 
er lapsed into unconsciousness after her 
long peril and suspense. Again the boat 
was urged forward over the shoals and 
two more men picked up, making tbe 
whole of tho boat party rescued. All of 
tho victims were helpless from their terri- 
ble struggle in the chilliing sea and tho 
boat put back to tho station, where restor- 
atives might be applied. 
JTofi a moment 


was passed by the lifo savors on shore 
longer than necessary to secure attention 
for tho sufferers taken out of the surf. 
Th«n the crew beaded once more for the 
ship oo tbo shoals. She conld bo seen ly- 
ing broadside to tho beach, with heavy 
seas lashing over her amidships. Mean- 
while the captain and the sailors remain- 
Ing on board attempted to float her. 


Tho vessel was tbe Mendoclno, a newly 


built schooner equipped with auxiliary 
steam power and laden with lumber Her 
skipper bnd intended to cross tbo bar »6 
high tide without a pilot and had missed 
the ocean channel by nearly a mile Soon 
after she struck her steam pipes burst, and 
she foundered on the bar with such vio- 
lence that her bull spread its seams, let- 
ting in water at an alarming rate. Tho 
captain ordered the lashings *f tbo deck- 
load cut in order to lighten snip, but tho 
sailors mutinied and began to lower tho 
boats 
The small boat, manned by four 


sailors and carrying, besides the engineer, 
his wife and child, vms first to put off, 
but before it traveled a dozen lengths in 
the boiling currents It swamped, casting 
all on board Into the sea. Tbo sailors on 
shipboard took warning from tbe catas- 
trophe and returned to duty, but all efforts 
to ease the ship were useless. Sho was 
fast npon the bar, snrrounded l>y shoals 
which would repel any vessel and over 
which the sea whirled and eddied in cur- 
rents which no surfboat could resist 


On a second: attempt the life savers 


fonnd their oars perfectly useless, and 
their boat was driven past tho wreck in 
spite of them. They returnee! to the eta- 


tnnmps on tho bar. In fact, the lneboat 
was a plaything for the contending- cur- 
rents and waves. In the struggle to main- 
tain their position on the bar four oars 
were broken in the hands of the rowers, I 
and all of the others were wrenched from i 
their grasp. Fortunately the oars were^ 
chained to the boat and could not float be- ] 
•ond reach. Before another rescue could 


made the line between the boat and 


wreck partoa, and the life savers put bnct 
to the station to fetch their t>each gear, 
and ulso a tug to give them a securer base 
or operations. For a time everything j 
progressed favorably. At the third shot i 
vith tho lino gun a rope went whirling 
Trom the tug squarely across the wreck. 


The sailors pulled tho whip line and tail 


block on board, but failing to understand 
the printed directions attached to the 
jlock they supposed that tho life savers 
ntended to haul them through tho surf as 
hey had the others. This ordeal they re- 
fused to undergo and contemptuously 
cast the block and lines back into the sea. 
Tho captain and seven sailors still TO- 
Wamcd on the vrreck, and the situation 
vas desperate in tho extreme. The tide

,bo wreck w ould bo drawn over the bar 
ito thy open '•ea. As l*fore stated, the 
;ug could not ontor the shoal water on the

tion, nnd with tho help of volunteers

•worftiy lifeboat. On their way to tho bar 
tho keeper joined them with a tup, hy 
means of which tho party got within hail 
ing distance of the wreck. Her captain 
persisted in remaining on board to 3oa 
the ship, but tbe surf grew so heavy that 
it was impossible to render help. Tbo bar 
lay wholly under water, and land was 
more than n milo distant. Tho tng ant 
lifeboat, therefore, put back to tho station 
and the surfrocn, with their lino throwing 
and safety apparatus, were placed on tho 
tug. They reached tho bar at 0 o'clock 
at night, and with tbe gtm lashed to tho 


bow of the tag attempted to get a line to 
tho wreck. Tho second shot was BUcoess- 
ful, and in a few minutes a stoat hawser 
from the ship was traveling through the 
breakers, hauled by means of a steam 
winch 'on board tho tug.

EASTHAMPTON,, N. Y.( Ang. 9.—The 


pathetic life-jQf tffee-poet-whose name 
has been immortalized by the verses ol 
"Home, Sweet Home" -was full of tri- 
umphs and sorrows. Three cities claim 
the distinction of being his birthplace, 
while two continents have held his body 
in burial and marked his grave by a mon- 
ument to his worth and memory. 


His father, William Payne, was a 


man of education and great ability, anc 
his mother, Sarah, Isaacs, a beautiful 
young Jewess of good family. They 
were married in 1780 at this place anc 
began housekeeping in a modest home 
on tbe main street, which still stands, 
and the older' residents point it out as

The Thespian Mirror in the year 1805. 
3ere his juvenile poems, written be- 
iween IS and 17 years of age, were 
printed. 


His DnuDfttto Work. 


His devotion to his mother and home 


was the strongest trait in his nature, 
and when she died on June 18, 1807, 
lis heart was broken, and the last tie 


•a kindred and home was severed when 
Ms father died in 1813. 


As he had made a very successful 


debut on the stage of the old Park thea- 
ter in New York on tho evening of Feb. 
24, 1809, at the ago of 18, his friends 
induced him to visit other large cities, 
which added to his reputation and also 
gave him fine profits. 
His health still 


continuing very delicate, he decided to 
cross the Atlantic ocean and sailed for 
Liverpool ou Jan. 17, 1813, making the 
trip in 22 day<?. 


He appeared in Drury Lane theater 


on the evening of June 4, 1813, in the 
tragedy "Douglass," making a great 
hit and afterward going to Ireland and 
Paris and eventually settling down to 
writing new plays and taking the p 
cipal parts himself. For his adaptation 
of tho "Maid and Magpie" ho received 
£100. 
He also edited and published in 


London in 1815 The Lispings of the 
Muse, and in 182C he was interested in 
a weekly magazine cal'cd The Opera 
Glass. 
His adaptation of the tragedy 


"Brutus" was phenomenal in its suc- 
cess, as it mado a continuous run of 53 
nights. 


The opera "Clari; or. The Maid of 


Milan," was brought out in Paris with 
tho celebrated star, Miss M. Tree, iu 
the first role. 
She sang with exquisite 


expression and tenderness for the first 
time the stanzas of "Home, Sweet 
Home," which had been set to an ap- 
propriate air by Sir Henry Bishop, a 
friend who composed the music to his 
various operas. 


He wont to every large city in Europe 


and determined to return to America in 
1834. 
He wrote altogether 26 dramas, 


11 tragedies, 7 operas, 9 comedies, 10 
farces, besides his literary work for 
some papers and magazines. Upon his 
return to America benefits were extend 
ed to him in the principal cities all over 
the United States, great attention being 
offered him as the author of the then 
favorite song, "Home, Sweet Home,"

tho house in which John Howard Payne 
Was born. He was their sixth child, anc 
they lived many years in this pictur- 
esque village, where the waves from 
the grand old ocean broke their white 
caps over this child's feet The inspira- 
tion coming from the pure fresh air, 
tho bright blue sky, the song of the sea, 
the birds in the tree, tbe little lambkins 
which came at the call—tbe mother's 
loved and cherished playmates—formet 
tho theme which has lived in 'song 
through all this period of time. 


Just across the street from this hap- 


py home was built the Clinton academy, 
the first important building of learning 
in the state, to accommodate pupils 
had passed the required examination o: 
the common school and desired higher 
grades of studies. 
Some of the more 


prominent residents, aided by Dr. BuelJ, 
the Presbyterian minister, interestec 
Governor De Witt Clinton in the project 
and the Clinton academy was finishec 
in 1780. It was baaed upon the English 
code of teaching. The cap and gown-were 
adopted and used throughout the entire 
period of its educational existence. The 
unusual advantages offered attracted 
pupils from every section of the coun- 
try, and many of our most prominenf 
men were graduated there. 


raync** Early Life. 


William Payne was the principal, 


and by his efforts this high standing 
was attained. During his vacations he 
had been in tho Habit of visiting Dr. 
John Howard, an intimate friend, who 
lived in Smrthtown, N. Y., on his jour 
neys to Brooklyn and New York city, 
where he generalr/ remained for severa 
days. On ouo of these visits he eaid in 
conversation, "I have just had a 
born to me and do not know what to 
call him." Dr. John Howard quickly 
responded, "Give him mynama" So 
he was^ baptized John Howard Payne 
and was born on June 9, 1701. 


As William Payne taught school in 


New York city and was the principal c 
tho Berry Street academy, located in 
Boston at a still later date, living in 
both cities with bis family, which num 
bered nine children altogether, each city 
has claimed to be the native city o 
this eminent man, but the loved spa 
on earth in hid heart was the lowly home 
in Easthanipton, N. Y. 


The delicate health of John Howard 


Payne precluded him from onerous 
work, and as he was of a romantic, rest 
less nature he wrote and studied con 
tianously, winning great fame as an elo- 
cutionist. So much time was spent in

In 1S3S ho contributed largely to The 
eniocr^tic Review, published in Wash- 


ington. In 1840 he became very intimate 
with the president aud members of the 
new cabinet and was appoin ted by Pres- 
ident Tyler iu August, 1842, as consul 
to Tunis, being mosfc warmly indorsed 
by both parties. He sailed in February, 
1842, stopping in all large cities on the 
route to welcome old friends, and reach- 
ed his destination in May the same year. 


Sweet Home at Last. 


He became a great favorite with the 


bey. 
Upon his recall to this conn- 


try in 1845 by intriguing of jealous 
parties he was sadly disappointed, as 
he had begun a history of Tunis, and 
other matters of importance were obliged 
to bo discontinued, but he traveled for 
two years in Europe, reaching America 
in 1847. At the urgent request of the 
bey ho wasreappointed in 1851 as consul 
to Tunis. 


His failing health greatly alarmed 


him and ended in complete prostration. 
Ho died on April 9, 1852, being inter- 
red iu the old burial ground overlook- 
ing the bay and ruins of Carthage. The 
United States government placed an ob- 
long marble slab over his grave, with a 
smaller one above it and on each edge 
of the slab are these words: 


Sure when thy gentle spirit fled 


To realms be> ond tho azuro dome, 
With arms outstretched, God's angels raid. 


Welcome to heaven's home, sweet home. 
The American nation is indebted to 


Mr. W. W. Corcoran of Washington for 
transferring his remains from Tunis to 
his native nonntry on March 22, 1S83, 
after 31 years of absence. For a few 
days the remains laid in state in tho 
governor's room, city hall, m New 
York city, where, draped with the 
American flng and the casket covered 
with flowers, they were then taken to 
Washington for final interment The 
last imposing ceremonies were attended 
by President Arthur, his cabinet and 
all important officials of state and navy, 
together with many distinguished per- 
sons. 


One hundred voices sang "Homo, 


Sweet Home" when at last the volun- 
tary exile and wanderer had found the 
loved restiiu? nlace. A fine* monumeiyt 


surmounted by his bust, was erected ou 
his grave,

This man camo up, and as ho drew near 
the horse exhibited the utmost alarm, and 
snorting wildly sprung, m ipiteof the rein, 
Shrough the crowd, and trembling violent- 
ly endeavored to escape in an opposite di- 
rection.
